AUSTRIANS CHEER 
RUMANIAN PEACE 


os German Reichstag Told the Ques- 
tion of Ramania’s Dynasty 
Is an Internal One. 


AMSTERDAM, March 7.—Premier yon 
Seidler, in announcing in the Austrian 
lower house the signing at Bufftea on 
Tuesday evening of a preliminary peace 
treaty*with Rumania, said: 

‘“* Permit me sincerely to congratulate 
the House that by the military and po- 
litical co-operation of Austria-Hungary 
with its faithful allies this fresh and 
important stage on the road to a gen- 
eral peace has been reached.” 

The statement was grected with pro- 
tonged cheering. 

in the German Reichstag Baron von 
dem Bussche-Haddenhausen, Under 
Secretary for Poreign Affairs, in reply 
to observations by other speakers re- 
garding the future of the Rumanien 
throne, said the dynastic question in 
Rumania was an internal one. 

The treaty, according to a dispatch 
from Budharest, was signed by Foreign 
Secretary von Kithimann for Germany ; 
Foreign Secretary Czernin for Austria- 
Hungary; M. Montschiloff, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Sobranje, for Bulgaria; 
Talaast- Pasha, the Grand Vizier, for 
Turkey, and M. Cartentojana for Ru- 
mania. It was agreed that. the arims- 
tice hetween Rumania afd the Central 
Powers should run for fourteen days 
from midnight of March 5, with a period 
of three days for denunciation. Com- 
plete agreement was reached between 
the signatories that the final peace 
should be concluded within this period 
on the basis of the preliminary treaty.

The Rumanian example is pointed to 
as a repetition of the bitter fate suf- 
fered by Serbia and Belgium. 

Rumania’s delegates at the fina] peace 
conference in Bucharest will be Mr. Ar- 
getoyanu, Minister of Justice; Genera] 
Lupercu of the Rumanian Army, Colonel 
Pireescu, former Military Attaché at 
Berlin; Mr. Papiniu, former Rumanian 
Minister to Turkey, and Mr. Burchelle 
of the Foreign Office. 

The American Red Cross and all other 
foreign missions in Rumania are making 
plans to leave, their departure being 
compelled by the peace terms. ; 

fhe royal family is greatly depressed 
over the disastrous course of eyents. 
Both the King and Queen, through The 
Associated Press, express the earnest 
hope that the American people will have 
a sympathetic appreciation of the tragic- 
al circumstances that forced peace on 
Rumania and that the warm friendship 
that has always existed between the 
two nations ill in nowise be impaired. 

Hope is felt by the royal family and 
the people that when world peace comes 
some of the sacrifices now being made 
by Rumania will be recognized and 
recompensed.

Former Premier Bratiano, who at- 
tended the meeting, declared that no na- 
tion could accept terms so humiliating. 
King Ferdinand asked him if he would 
assume his old position at the head of 
the Cabinet and accept the responsi- 
bility fer refusing Germany's terms. 
Bratiano replied he could not undertake 

individually to hear such a burden.

BRITAIN LAYS TRADE PLANS. 


Ministry of Recellbtpaction Prepar- 
ing to Meet Peace Conditions. 
Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—In a dis- 
patch te the Department of Commerce 
Consul Géneral Robert P. Skinner at 
Liondon outlines the organization that 
the British Government has undertaken 
to: meet foreign trade conditions after 

the war. 

The Ministry of Reconstruction has 
created a large number of commissions 
and committees to prepare for every 
line of trade activity that will be needed 
to build up the food supply of the United 
Kingdom and extend foreign commerce, 
One commission deals with the food and 
other resources of the five self-govern- 
ing dominions. Another is in charge of 
a plan to develop the industrial re- 
sources of India‘; a third has to do with 
trade between England and Belgium. 
Special study is given to carrying out 
the conclusions reached at the Paris 
Trade Confererice, Mr. Skinner states, 
and to meeting the changed trade con- 
ditions of the world after the war. 

Measures are being devised to prevent 
an affective resumption of Germany's 
policy of peaceful penetration. Staples 
not made in England before the war are. 
hereafter to be manufactured there, and 
especial attention is being given to the 
chemical and dye trades. In view of 
the heavy consumption of Eneland's 
coal supply, effort is being exerted to ¢3- 
tablish a general policy of conservation 
after the war. 

‘Phe problem of atmospheric nitrogen 
fixation, which has been sith a pow-: 
erful element of Germany's military ad- 
vantage, is among the problems that the 
Ministry of Reeerstruction is working

ASK AID FOR WAR WORKERS. 


Doctor Says Occupational Diseases 
in Munition Plants Are. Increasing. 


Occupational diseases of workers in 
munitions plants were discussed by 
physicians at the New York Academy of 
Medicine last night. Scientists who had 
made a special study of. the subject 
urged general vigilance on the part of 
the profession and preventive measures 
by the employes themselves. Dr. David 
Lin Edsall, Professor of Clinical Medi- 
cine at Harvard, said that such diseases 
are 6n the increase to an alarming ex- 
tent and ‘that in a special clinic which 
he had establishea for their investiga- 
tion, it had been found that out of 30,- 

persons exposed, 2,500 were afflict- 
ed more or itss. 500 of them seriously: 

Dr. -. Gilman Thompson, Emeritus 
Professor of. Medicine at Cornell .Med- 
ical College, ilustrated with lantern 
slides some of the perils to which work- 
ers in munitions plants are exposed. He 
said some-‘‘bad war industry diseases’’ 
result from the handling of T.N. ye 
and that nitrite poisons uséd in making 
high explosives even will soak throu 2 
the shoes and pe Sar the. workman. 
declared the of T.N.T. are 
particularly serious and that workers in 
mills where it and: similar compounds 
are used should wear gloyes,and .a 
respirator or gas mask and avoid the 
fumes. which arise from retorts. 

Dr. Joseph W. Schereschewsky, As- 
sistant Surgeon General of the. Public 
Health’ Service; told of a bill now be- 
fore Congress for the combating of 
these diseases: Dr. Alfred Stengel, 
Professor of Medicine at the University 
of Pennsylvania, also urged doctors to 
do their share towards mihimizing the 
dangers.

| GERMANS LOSE IN SKIRMISH 





Guns on the St. Mihlel Front Pound 
the Foe—Missing Patrol : 
Returns Safely. 





WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, March 6, (Associated Press.) 
-~Going out with a French raiding party 
to obtain information a few days be- 
fore American soldiers took up their 
Positions in their new sector on the 
Lorraine front, an American staff Calo- 
nel met a Prussian Lieutenant in an 
enemy trench and captured him. 

The Colonel, with an American Cap- 
tain, brought the Prussian officer back 
to the lines. This was the first in- 
stance of an officer being taken pris- 
oner by the Americans and also the first 
occasion on which an American officer 
had captured an officer or soldier in 
that sector. 

During the German raid on the new 
sector on Monday night (first mentioned 
in the French War Office réport)- a 
sharp fight took place in which the 
Germans suffered @ repulse, with losses. 
In it a unit which was among the most 
recent arrivals in the trenches displayed 
the customary American fighting en- 
ergy and apparently gave the enemy a 
much warmer reception than they ex- 


pected, 

The American troopa here are train- 
ing with French troéps as at the 
Chemin-dés-Dames position.’ This makes 
the third American force now facing the 
enemy. : 

The casualties in the several days’ 
service of Pershing's men there have 
been extraordinarily slight, as the sec- 
tor is one of the quietest. The lines are 
half a mile apart at some points and 
the position is held by strong positions 
rather than by continuous trenches. 

The American patrola have been op- 
erating nightly in conjunction with the 
French, working between the lines 
with the greatest freedom. The artil- 
lery has been only intermittently active, 

On the original American front north- 
west of Toul today the American guns 
effectively shelled the enemy’s first 
lines and also a town behind the Ger- 
man lines, where buildings which their 
troops ‘were using were. destroyed, 
There was much gerial activity, the 
American anti-aircraft batteries driv- 
ing off several enemy machines. 

.An American patrol consisting of an 
officer and eight men, who had been 
missing since last night, suddenly 
emergéd from a shell hole close to the 
German lines at noon and made a dash 
across No Man’s Land without a shat 
being fired at them.

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AFTER THE ELIMINATION OF 
RUMANIA. 

Bitter is the cup of humiliation held 
to the lips of King FERDINAND of Ru- 
mania by the Kaiser. When Walla- 
chia was. lost to Rumania and the 
Government retired to Jassy, the 
King, addressing Parliament on Dec. 
22, 1916, renewed his pledge to sup- 
port the cause of the Entente with all 
the resources of his kingdom. “ We 
maintain,” he said, “a complete trust 
“in the final victory of our allies; 
“and, in spite of difficulties and suf- 
“ ferings, we are determined to strug- 
“gle by their side with energy to the 
* end.” 

At that time Russia was still mili- 
tant, and the Czar reigned at Petro- 
grad, but over a volcano, as King 
FERDINAND, who had been lured into 
the war by treacherous assurances of 
Russian co-operation, must have sus- 
pected. The fall of the Provisional 


eo cra in Russia destroyed his 
s 


ast illusion. When the traitorous 
Bolsheviki surrendered to Berlin, his 
hopes lay in ithe dust. ‘The pre- 
liminary’ peace treaty with the Cen- 
tral Powers, which Rumania must 
accept under duress, even if the King 
refuses to sign and abdicates, not only 
eliminates Rumania from the war but 
makes her, passively at least, an ally 
Her army, 


sian border, is to be demobilized under 
the eye of Field Marshal von MACKEN- 
SEN, and—this is the most sinister 
agreement—“ the Rumanian Govern- 
“ment undertakes to support with 
“all its strength the transport of 
“troops of the Central Powers 
“through Moldavia and Bessarabia to 
“ Odessa.” 

The Dobrudja was practically lost to 
Rumania before its cession had been 
written into the “ preliminary . peace 
treaty,” for a new offensive by MACK- 
ENSEN or FALKENHAYN would have 
wrested the Black Sea province from 
her at the first assault. But those 
conditions that convert what is left of 
Rumania into an ally of the Teutonic 
Powers for the carrying out of their 
designs in the Balkans and in Asia 
Minor ‘could hardly have been antici- 
pated by King FERDINAND. To exact 
such conditions from him, or from 
his people, was like making a prison- 
er work in a munitions factory to 
fashion shells to destroy the enemies 
of.Germany, including his own coun- 
trymen. 

With the possession of Odessa, 
which Germany obviously intends to 
annex or use, whether the Ukrain- 
fans assent or not, the Black Sea will 
become a German lake. Constanza, 
the port of Rumania, passes, as it 
were, under the imperial flag. The 
Turks recently reoccupied Trebizond. 
Germany a few days ago staked out 
a claim to Batum, the Caucasian sea- 
port. Already the hunger of the 
Turkish forces is being relieved by 
shipments from. Odessa. In due 
course, unless Germany can negotiate 
peace with the western allies on her 
own terms, campaigns will be organ- 
ized to drive the British from Asia 
Minor and to wrench Saloniki from 
the allied. forces in Macedonia. The 
possession of Saloniki would reduce 
Greece to vassalage and shake Great 
Britain’s hold on Egypt. 

- To suppose that Germany, having 
thrust Rumania out of the war and 
made the resources of Southern Rus- 
gia tributary to her plans, having in 
fact taken the place of the great Slav 
Power in the Near East, will let the 
opportunity slip to launch her armies 
in campaigns of conquest against the 
enemy in Macedonia and in Palestine 
‘and Mesopotamia, would be a reflec- 
tion upon that initiative and iron res- 
olution which she has never hesitated 
to put to the test in marching toward 
the realization of her destiny as she 
conceives it..

Japan’s prowess thrown into. the scale 
would certainly give the Western Al- 
lies a palpable advantage.

i LA FOLLETTE ‘REBUKED. . © 

Both . branches of . the. Wisconsin 
Legislature, the Senate first and the 
Assembly second, have déclared the 
loyalty of their State and have con- 
demned Senator La Forerte. The 
loyalty so declared !s no vague pro- 
fession of Americanism; it is loyalty 
specifically devoted to the bringing of 
“the présent war.to a successful end.” 
The condemnation of LA FoLLETTE is 
for his failure ‘“ to. see the, righteous- 
ness of our nation’s cause” and for 
his failure, “to support our Govern- 
“ment in matters vital to the winning 
“of the war.” With him in this con- 
demnation are included all others. who 
have followed his example, and this 
refers to the Wisconsin Congressmen 
who have supported him. Finally, the 
resolution denounces “any attitude or 
“ utterance of theirs which has tended 
“to excite sedition among the people 
“ of our country and to injure Wiscon- 
“sin’s fair name before the free peo- 
“ ples of the world.” 

This resolution is as thoroughgoing 
as could be asked. The men who 
adopted it had no easy task. The path 
to political success in that State has 
been La Fou.ETTe’s road. Many of 
the men who voted to condemn him 
have been La Follette men hitherto. 
The choice was a hard one, but it was 
made in the manly and American way. 
It leaves La FoLLETTE in such a po- 
sition as no Senator has ever occupied. 
His own State has disowned him for 
failure to support his country in time 
of war with a foreign enemy. Theré 
ig no parallel in American history; 
never before, in any foreign war, has 
any Senator conducted himself in such 
a fashion as to éarn this dreadful re- 
buke at the hands of his own people. 
It is obvious that he should not con- 
tinue for a day longer to misrepresent 
the State that elected him and. that 
disowns him, and whose commission 
he now misuses to thwart “ our Gov- 
“ ernment in a vital to the win- 
“ning of the war.’ 

It {s a most unfortunate thing that 
there are two loyalist candidates for 
the Republican nomination for Sen- 
ator at the primaries on March 19. 
It is only by this division of the loyal 
vote that La FoLieTTe’s candidate, 
THHoMPsoN, has a chance to win the 
nomination,,and it would be a shame- 
ful anti-climax if he did so.

FINANCIAL CONTROL IN WARTIME. 

Congress voted that we were at war 
with Germany a long time ago, but it 
seems to regard its’ action as théo- 
retical. If there were submarines off 
Sandy Hook, or if the wounded were 
being brought in trains through. the 
capital city, there would be quicker 
action upon measures proposed by 
those responsible. for the offensive 
against ‘the enemy. The leisurely 
action.upon the War. Finance Corpora- 
tion and Government Control of Rail- 
way bills, and their amehdment upon 
a scale which would amount to votes of 
lack of confidence in countries where 
there is responsible Ministerial Gov- 
ernment, put Congress in the posi- 
tion of an amateur gunman among 
cowboys. The real: fighting man: is 
quick: on the trigger, but slow on the 
draw. Congress “ drew?” on ‘Aamin- 
istration legislation long ago, but is 
still holding on the trigger. There-is 
no objection to talk, but in times like 
these it would be well to put the 
speeches. in the Record, and get on 
with the voting. There is, still dispute 
between the houses whether our Com- 
mander in Chief can be overruled by 
th. Interstate Commerce Commission 
regarding railway rates in time.of war. 
The proposal to give the force of law 
to Treasury control of issues of capital 
competitive with Government war 
loans is made dependent upon. public 
opinion, rather than upon law, by 
dropping the penal provisions. The 
bill is not weakened as much as may 
be thought, for the Treasury is more 
esteemed outside Congress than within 
it, and the expression of opinion by 
those in charge of public and private 
finance will be strong, and may be 
sufficient. But the dropping of the 
penalties. against unauthorized capital 
issues throws a revealing light upon the 
good faith of the Congressional critics 
who object that the bill is inflationary. 
It is more so since their: action, but 
the debate serves to show that the 
bill’ depends- for its character upon 
its administration. It might be in- 
flationary with inflationists In con- 
trol, or it might be contractionary 
with contragtionists in control, in 
either its amended ‘or original forms. 
There is no way of giving power to do 
anything without danger of something 
objectionable to somebody being done. 
Banking is. business, and business is a 
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nigtter of discretion which cannot. be

There is as much doubt about the 
omniscience of. Congress as Congress 
entertains about the otnnipotence of 
the Director of Railways and Treasury 
member of the control over capital 
issues.

The proposals are 
léss“important in tieir details than 
action upon them, and Mr. MCApDo0’s 
conformability puts Congress in poor 
position with those who would like to 
see war preparations get on: 

The reason for preferring the Admfh- 
istration proposals is experience with 
the Congressional proposals. The re- 
sult of the. regulation of railways by 
Congress and the Commission is the 
argument for preferring other ar- 
rangements, if there is to be trans- 
portation adequate to war needs. Con- 
gress is alone in thinking that there Is 
confidence in either it or the Commis- 
sion. They had their trial, and failed 
worse than the railways. The reason 
for preferring the Treasury’s financial 
proposals to that of Congress is that 
the Treasury proposals are agreeable 
to the sentiments of those who furnish 
the funds. Congress opposes the War 
Finance Corporation because it pleases 
the largest and best part of Wall 
Street. But the Treasury opportunely 
reports that Wall Street provided $1,- 
413,045,800 of the recent Liberty loan, 
and Wall Street is willing to accept 
control by the War Finance Corpora- 
tion. The objectors to the bill come 
from States which are slackers on the 
loan, and which .are eager to seek Wall 
Street support for their flotations. 
The States which support the: Treas- 
ury’s bills are those which do their 
best to supply’ funds for the Treasury. 
The opposing States are not leaders 
in support of the war or of the Treas- 
ury. If Congress would only do 
quickly whatever it is going to do, then 
the Treasury could also get on with 
its task. 


REMAKING THE CITY. 

Mayor Hytan’s first published words 
on his return to the city touched 
upon the “intolerable transportation 
conditions ” and upon city ownership 
asa remedy. A Httle patience will do 
more than much legislation in that 
direction, and forces are at work which 
will become more effective with each 
link of the dual’subway put into opera- 
tion. The Interborough reports that 
in January it lost 1,651,192 passen- 
gers, and explains that it was due to 
the weather. The explanation would 
better fit the months when riders seek 
to escape heat in the subways rather 
than seek #& for shelter from cold and 
wet. For the seven months including 
January the Interborough reports the 
usual remarkable increases, and the 
longer period includes months of the 
same sort. : 
~ What is new this year is the ability 
to take another subway into Brook- 
lyn, and it happens that the Brook- 
lyn:-Rapid Transit’s last report shows 
a gain in a month of 1,400,000 passen- 
gers. The connection between the 
two reports seems at least as striking 
as between the Interborough’s loss 
and the weather. The Interborough’s 
loss of nickels is a gain of an equal 
sum to Brooklyn riders. Already 
Commissioner WHITNEY puts . this 
economy in nickels at $8,000 to $10,- 
000 a day, and it means more to those 
who save them than to the corporation 
which loses them. 

This is only a.single item, The 
story is the same about each of the 
brid€ges which opens easterly territory 
to those who hitherto have had no 
alternative to a.northward ride. The 
daily travel across: the four bridges in 
1916 averaged 432,665, and in 1917 
522,505. Many of these scores of mill- 


ions saved a nickel twice daily, and 


all of them saved timé.: The change 
in vehicular traffic is of the same 
sort, and corresponds to great growth 
of commercial traffic. At the Brook- 
lyn end of the Manhattan Bridge there 
is a new. business centre. At thé 
Queens end of the Fifty-ninth Street 
bridge there is an automobile centre. 
The number of vehicles daily in 1916 
on all bridges was 35,034, and in 1917 
43,127. The Interborough record is 
wonderful. The dual subway: record 
will rival the more wonderful record 
of bridge travel. 

It is all very well for the Mayor to 
look to Albany for action which shall 
give him some share in providing 
what the riders are so hungry for. He 
can find enough to do by hastening 
the fruition of the work of his prede- 
cessors, ‘The check to subway com- 
pletion by financial conditions is more 
urgent than laws looking to the far 
future, and of contentious worth. No 
greater relief can come to either the 
@ity or the citizens than by the early 
operation of.‘the incompleted links 
which keep hundreds of milliors of 
capital from doing intended work.

THE CHARTERED NEUTRAL SHIPS. 
It is reported that one.of the Euro- 


pean. neutral countries which are par- 


ties to the new trade agreements with 
our Government may ask for modifi¢a- 
tion of the terms, so far as they relate 
to. ships, on account of Germany’s 
threats. \, The usp of Norway’s 1,400,- 
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000 tons and the 250,000 tons from 


‘indicate a little of what the modern 


rate for the mere performance of duty, 
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Sweden is not affected, but Holland 
feels that her 450,000 tons of vessels 
are in’ gréat danger. Germany tells 
her that, unless parts of the agreement 
are canceled, submarines will be set at 
work in the so-called safe passage to 
her ports, which is about three miles 
wide. This threat is also designed to 
restrain Holland in pending negotia- 
tions at London for. the use of her 
entire merchant marine. - 

It could hdve been foreseen that Ger-. 
‘many, about to lose nearly all of the 
supplies of iron, nickel, and food here- 
tofore obtained from the neutrals, 
would strive to sink all the ships char- 
tered to the United States. In Feb- 
ruary she destroyed twelve Norwegian 
vessels, thus increasing to 726 the 
total for that country. Some are say- 
ing that her threat’ to attack ships in 
Holland’s protected lane is not madé 
in earnest, because it is for her inter- 
est that the 150,000 tons of food for 
Belgium which the Dutch ships are to 
carry shouldbe safely landed. They 
forget the fate of more ‘than a dozen 
vessels in the service of the Belgian 
Relief Commission. 

We cannot see that Holland should 
seek any change in that part of the 
agreement which provides for the use 
of ships. Several of those which were 
detained ‘for seven months at our ports 
have already sailed for Cuba or South 
America in the service of the War 
Trade Board. MHolland’s Government 
knows thatthe so-called safe lane 
affected by the threat from Berlin has 
not been safe. Germany has sunk 
more than 150 Dutch ships, and sev- 
eral of them were sent to the bottom 
in these protected waters, where also 
fishing boats were destroyed by a gun- 
boat going out. from a neighboring 
Dutch port where it had obtained re- 
pairs and provisions. The Govern- 
ment also knows that Relief Commis- 
sion ships carrying food for the Bel- 
gians, were sunk near the coast, al- 
though they had written guarantees 
of immunity. It may be sure that the 
submarines will attack all neutral 
ships chartered to the United States or 
the Allies, if they can be reached, 
whether the sea lane is closed or re- 
mains “ safe.” 

Holland needs the grain and other 
products which will be received if the 
terms of the agreement are not dis- 
turbed or canceled. It is a safe pre- 
diction that the Government will not 
deprive the Dutch people of these sup- 
plie# Nothing would be gained by 
yielding to the threat. Holland must 
have been conyinced by her own ex- 
perience, and the losses of the Relief 
Commission and other neutrals, that 
Germany’s promises of safety for ships 
are made only to be broken.

Unnumbered thousands of ‘us, too, have 
worn more or less proudly badges and 
symbols revealing the particular groups 
or societies to which we belong, and 
these are but a variant of the’ custom 
we affected ,to scorn or repréhend. 

To esteem highly such marks of dis- 
tinction and to work hard for them may

For in that case, what he and they did 
would seem to have been equally or 
hensible. 

There is difficulty in believing, new 
ever, that any lawyer in the possession 
of his senses would offer to do more for 
a drafted man or for the drafted man’s 
relatives than properly to present the 
man’s claims for exemption before the 
board or boards having power to hear 
and decide them, and to see to it that 
his legal rights: were protected and en- 
joyed. To do that would be perfectly 
legitimate service for a, lawyer to ren- 
der. On the other hand, if that were 
all the lawyer professed to do, and all 
he was expected to do, whether he ob- 
tained the desired exemption or failéd 
in thé attempt; his clients would. not 
have the shadow of dn excuse for de- 
manding the return of the money they 
had voluntarily paid for such services. 

In this instance the demand has been’ 
made, and the order to show ceuse has. 
been issued by Justice -WHITAKzR, re- 
turnable next Monday. The further

They quitted the party— 
and presumably voted against its candi- 
dates—not because they had ceased to 
be Socialists, but because the party ma- 
chinery here was in the possession of 
men who were in effect pro-Germans 
and by open confession pacifists. Such 
leadership is, of course, intolerable to 
loyal Americans, and it may well be 
that enough such Socialists are voting 
now with the Democrats or Republicans 
to} account for this week’s decline of the 
Socialist vote. 

This theory, however, is rather too 
simple to clear up a mystery that is 
probably highly complex in its nature. 
It is a certainty that the Hillquit vote 
was made up of many elements, and that 
several of them were not Socialist at 
all, except for the accomplishment of 
immediate ends or the expression of 
irrelevant animosities. 

The culminating insolence of the local 
Socialist machine was the declaration 
that the distinction between Socialists 
and non-Socialists is that Socialists obey 
the orders of the party bosses and the 
others do not, and therefore have no 
right to the name. That is an absurdity 
as regards any party, and it is particu- 
larly absurd—and offensive—as regards 
a party split up into so many warring 
factions as is the Socialist Party. Mere- 
ly to believe that the Government should 
run the Post Office gives the right to 
wear the name of Socialist, if one 
chooses to do so.

There are many delightful landscapes 
in the exhibition of the work of Robert 
H. Nisbet at the Arlington Galleries.

How to Get the People to Agree to} 


! “the Entry. of Allied Armies? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Bolsheviki have now apparently 
yielded to a forced peace, not ‘only. 
forced, but séveral times amended by 
the insatiate conquéror, who will go on 
amending’ it at will. This makes the 
Situation even more complex and diffi- 
cult.. But it Goes not relieve the neces- 
sity for action. © 

What I contend for is that before 
Japan enters’ Siberia “there ought to be 
some understanding with Russia, even 
though, on account of the signing of a 
German peace, it might be a secret one. 
If ever there was warrant for a secret 
understanding, this situation gives it 
for an agreement by which the Japanese 
Army may enter Russia unopposed in 
its attempt to strike Germany and de- 
liver Russia. 

We must go in with Russian consent. 
What could be more inconceivable folly, 
what an invitation to more appalling 
disaster, than for the Allies to enter 
upon a war in Russia that will be made 
to appear, not only in Russia, but 
throughout the world, a war upon the 
working clothes? We must have an un- 
derstanding, or, if you please, a tacit 
agreement, with the Russian people. 

In. negotiation or understanding with 
the only pretense of Government in 
Russia, and th understanding in so 
far as may be practicable with the lead- 
ers of the various powerful factions, the 
purpose of our going in and the tenure 
of our stay should be fully understood. 
It should be made plain that we will 
take no part in any way whatever 
either for or against any party or or- 
ganization or clique, but will leave all 
the internal questions for the Russian 
people to determine for and among 
themselves. 

But if the Bolshevist Government, hav- 
ing signed an ignominious peace with 
Germany, will have none of it, we must 
consider whether we ought to go in any- 
way, provided we can in some other 
way convince the Russian people of our 
friendliness and sincerity. Perhaps it 
could be done through an undefstand- 
ing with what is left of the Kerensky 
Government, the Cossacks and other 
Russian patriotic groups, and we take 
the chances of having to face the Teu- 
tons on our front and the hostile Red 
army in our rear, not only to fight us 
but to destroy our lines of communica- 
tion and transportation and’ shut off 
from our armies munitions and food 
supplies. 

But the peril of this course would not 
be half so much in Russia as it. would 
be in America and England and France 
and Italy, in the extreme probability 
of it being misunderstood by workmen, 
and especially so in our country, in 
which a great proportion of our work- 
ing people are foreign. ; 

An American gentleman, well quali- 
fied to observe, who'has just returned 
from Russia, reports that when in 
Moscow a well credited report came 
that Petrograd had fallen to the Ger- 
mans. The report was accepted as true, 
but no one seemed to care. A country 
in which no one cares is just the kind 
of a country that Germany can exploit 
and turn to her industrial and military 
aid. In that is the very best of reasons 
why we should enter, if there can be 
found any right way to do it, that 
Russia may be saved to civilization and 
that civilization may be saved.

Headquarters, read a lecture, told he was a 
felon, and given a ticket back home, A, 
supreme triumph and victory for Charles F.

Newspaper reports stated that the Division 
Headquarters consider him a felon, and con- 
sequently unfit to serve in the army, The 
very law that should make him serve his 
country calls his avoidance a felony, and s0 
it is interpreted by. the Camp Upton Head- 
quarters, and then, his act of evading the 
draft,automatically exempts him from serv- 
ice.

: ‘CONFUSION OVER THE WORD. PACT.” 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

, Of all the Words that have come into 
use during; the. war—profiteer, caniou- 
flage, Hooverize, - and ‘the rest—none is 
more interesting and even- amusing than 
the: word pacifist. ‘ Ilusttations. of its 
use are. abundant; I. will take a shining. 
‘thark. -In the Topics of the Times, of 
Feb. 22 you ‘speak of '‘* pacifists who 
will not fight for any cause,. and would 
have what .they call peace at -ahy 
price,’’ ahd you ask the: rhetorical .ques- 
tion, ** Who- means anybody else when 
the name is. used?’’ The answer is 
easy; you do, yourself. For when you 
write of ‘‘ pacifists of the second class,”’ 
you imply the existence of pacifists of 
another class, and half a dozen lines 
further back you have called them 
‘“‘ pacifists worthy of the name,’’.-and 
have said that they are-‘‘ at one with 
all decently self-respecting people.’’. In- 
deed, if ‘‘ worthy of. the name ’’ means 
anything, it must mean, I suppose, that 
such pacifists,. and not. the ‘‘ pacifists 
who will not fight for any cause,’’ are 
the persons to whom the name properly 
belongs. In: the very article in. which 
you confine the word to its lowest sense 
you use it in a higher sense, and ap- 
pear, if I understand your words, to 
confine it to that higher sense. I secm 
to see here a little confusion of thought 
or of expression. Will you allow a 
pacifist—one who has bought his Liberty 
bonds and made his contributions to 
good causes, one who has just paid with 
entire willingness an increased income 
tax on a diminished income,.and whose 
son, not yet old enough to be drafted, 
has been patrolling and mine-sweeping 
for six months off the French coast— 
will you allow such a pacifist to make 
a humble contribution toward clearing 
away the small confusion? 

There is a vast deal of writing about 

the meaning of words, and. most of it is 
worthless. But the general principles 
which determine the meaning of lan- 
guage have been put together into the 
beginnings of the science of semantics; 
they may be found in some chapters of 
Paul’s . “Principien der  Sprachge- 
schichte,’’ or, if a German book is just 
now not agreeable to us, in Bréal’s 
‘*Essai de Sémantique.” Two elements 
enter into the meaning of most words; 
there is a central area of intellectual 
content—the denotation—-and there is 
also, around this core, a fringe of emo- 
tional suggestion—the connotation. The 
proportion of the two elements varies. 
Words like justice, honor, freedom, es- 
pecially when we emphasize them with 
capitals, are so tinged with emotion that 
our pronunciation of them .is affected 
by it; mathematical terms ‘are almost 
colorless, though square may be made 
emotional in a vociferous appeal, real 
or fictitious, for ‘‘a square déal.”’ 
\ The combination of the two elements 
does not of itself cause confusion. We 
may designate a single clearly defined 
object .by a series of terms which vary 
greatly in emotional. effect without mis- 
leading either ourselves or others. There 
is no necessary confusion of thought 
when we speak of the official flag of 
the United States as the American flag, 
the Flag of Our Country, the Stars and 
Stripes, the Star-Spangled Banner, in 
a crescendo of patriotic feeling, not even 
if we rise to the climax of Old Glory, 
in which the intellectual content ig quite 
submerged under the flood of emotion. 
The object designated remains the 
same, and the choice of one of these 
terms in preference to the others is de- 
termined by the circumstances and the 
taste of the speaker. But when strong 
emotion is gathered about a word of 
many ill-defined meanings, then all sorts 
of interesting confusions are sure to 
follow. 

The werd pacifist apparently came into 
exister.ce and certainly came into gen+ 
eral use during the early yéars of ‘the 
war, when the country was divided ii 
ecpinion in regard ‘to our futute course, 
and the two contrasting terms militarist 
and pacifist served, though not quite 
adequately, an immediate need. It was 
at first unsettled in form—pacifist or 
pacificist—unsettlied in meaning, and 
unsettled in pronunciation—for it -~was 
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{ * ; 
then a written rathér than a spoken 
word—and it has been from the start 
strongly colored with the emotions of 
controversy. And in the shoft time of 
its existence’ usage has not yet given 
jit a fixed or clear definition. | “Tf a 
pacifist is one who believes that a state 
of peace is more to be desired than a 
state of war, the definition would prob- 
ably include ‘ninety-nine out of every 
hundred readers of Tum Tuses; if we 
should use your. definition, that a 
pacifist is one ‘‘ who will not fight for 
any cause,’’ then I should suppose that, 
with the exception of ‘the Society of 
Friends,. such persons—if they exist at 
all—would not amount to more than 
cne-tenth of 1 per cent. of your readers. 
Between these extremes a dozen defini- 
tions could be supported by examples: 
A pacifist is one who bélieves, with 
Lord Bryce, that ‘‘many wars have 
been unjust, most have been unneces- 
Sary’’; « man who believes in the possi- 
bility of a League of Nations is a pacifist. 
—until he proves his innocence; a pucifist 
is a pro-German; a pacifist is orie who 
Compares war to. pestilence or who 
laughs in the presence of an official of 
the Security League; a pacifist is one 
who speaks of Mr. Wilson’s peace 
terms, when ne should have said war 
aims; ‘he is a man who is an old woman 
and a silly optimist and a Russian 
anarchist, and his name is probably 
Bolo. . The list might be extended, but 
the varying proportions of intellectual 
content and. emotional coloring are 
evident... We touch bottom in the state- 
ment that Pontius Pilate was the 
** Prince of Pacifism '’—Pontius Pilate, 
the Roman soldier, the military Gov- 
ernor of Judea, who was about as much 
of a pacifist as von Bissing, the mili- 
tary Governor of Belgium: At this 
point we might say that the whole areca 
of intellectual content hag disappeared 
under a thick plaster of emotion, and 
we have passed over into the field of 
terms of abuse, 

Now, terms of abuse—and terms of 
endearment also—are most effective if 
they are vague. For this reason scoun- 
drel and villain are good; liar is too 
definite; cut-throat and  horse-thief 
should be used only when there is no 
probability that they will be taken 
literally. In wartime traitor and plot- 
ter are, of course, convenient. My own 
favorite is sciolist; it has a fine hissing 
sound, and nobody knows what it means 
until he has looked it up in the diction- 
ary. I venture to suggest it for use in 
head. lines; it would certainly attract 
notice. But, pleasant as such terms are 
when we can safely apply them to 
others, they are not suited to serious 
discourse. We do not add to the force 
of our proof of a proposition in Euclid 
by interjecting Selah and Amen and by 
Jingo at irregular intervals. The use 
of such emotional words would tend 
rather to raise a doubt in regard to the 
speaker’s acquaintance with the na- 
ture of proof. We may be able either 
to beat a tom-tom or to reason clearly; 
it ts difficult to do both at the same 
time. 

The little confusion which I thought I 
found in the Topics of the Times was, 
after all, only in the use of an ill- 
defined and emotional word in serious 
writing. For I take it that the writer 
‘of ‘that article was. sériously ;trying, in 
& candid spirit, to do justice to a kind 
of thinking with which he does not 
usually find himself in sympathy. In 
this mood he at first avoided the word 
pacifist and wrote: of ‘‘ peace societies,’’ 
of ‘‘peace advocates’’ and ‘‘ peace- 
loving ’’ nations; even when he used the 
emotional word for the first time, his 
serious purpose led him to moderate its 
too frequent fervor. But the next time 
—it ran away with him. 

There is good authority for holding 
that one. who looks for the faults of 
others: should not be blind to his own. 
At the beginning of this screed I called 
myself a pacifist; I will now confess 
that my own use of the word was large- 
ly emotional; I was indulging in a touch 
of cheerful defiance.

FEMINISM AND DEFEAT. 


Some Recent Theories Applied -to 
Finland and Russia. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Cc. M. Walsh, in his remarkably able 
book on ‘‘ Feminism,” says that ‘fémi- 
nists believé that the granting of woman 
suffrage will mean’ the reign of. peace 
throughout: the world. They conceive 
of ‘the entrance of. women into’ pclitical 
life as taking place everywhere at once, 
and\everywhere having the same. pacify- 
ing effect. But it doés not come all at 
once—certain States adopt it while others 
loék on, ‘‘ enjoying the spectacle of the 
lessened influence of men in the suffrage 
countries.’’ Mr. Walsh says: ‘The 
women in those feminized countries may 
be determined, like our late Secretary of 
State; that no war shall tdke place dur- 
ing their rule; but as it. takes two to 
make a quarrel, it takés two to keep 
the peace, and be they as anxious,as 
ever they may to preserve peace at any 
price, they will thereby only invite in- 
sult ‘and derision, or attack and in- 
vasion, and theif own overthrow.” * 

This is an absolutely perfect descrip- 
tion of recent events in Finland.’ That 
misguided country adopted woman suf- 
frage a few years ago. It soon be- 
came so completely pacifist that it re- 
fused to keep within the country ,any 
arms or means of self-defense, preach+ 
ing the doctrine that it takes two to 
make a quarrel, and Finland had no 
desire to fight. Having adopted woman 
suffrage and pacifism, the soil was 
ready for socialism, which grew and 
flourished iike; a bay tree. Twenty- 
four women were sent to the Finnish 
Parliament, a larger percentage of them 
being Socialist than of the men mem- 
bers. Socialism became more and more 
rampant, until “ SocfaKst Deputies” 
roamed the country, stealing from the 
peasants anything which they desired. 
Finns in this country tell how. their 
relatives at home were obliged to bury 
ali their crops to keep them from these | 
marauders. The next move was for 
these ‘‘ red ’’ Socialists to buy firearms 
frem deserting Russian sailors and 
soldiers, and “‘ shoot “up ’’ thé country; 
killing and looting to; their hearts’ con- 
tent. . Neither life nor property i¢ safe 
and the only, ‘“libérty in Finland: is 
the liberty to ‘loot”atid kill! "A-dispatch 
from Copenhagen states that ata meet- 
ing of these Red Deputies: & projéct. to 
murder every member of the bourgeoisie 
above the uge of & inthe whole country 
was defeated by only two votes! 

The people, in desperation, are ready 
to welcome any power which is strong 
enough to protect them and put an end 
to this state of anarchy, and are turn- 
ing, therefore, to Germany, ‘which is’ 
most graciously willing to take care of 
them and annex them as well! So the 
story. ts .complete—woman. . suffrage, 
pacifism, socialism, and end tea 





foreign power! Finland has verified 
Mr. Walsh's prediction to the letter. 
The history of Russia is similar. Th3t

Commission. Which Is Going to 
Palestine Will Found the | 
College at Once. 


SITE ON MOUNT OF OLIVES 


Appointment of Dr. Friedlander to 
Palestine Red Cross Mission 
Meets with Opposition. 


Plans have been completed for the 
establishment of a great Jewish uni- 
versity in Jerusalem, 
announcement made yesterday by the 
Palestine Fund . Restoration Commis- 

. Bion. It was ‘statéd that one of tlie 
first. duties of the commission, which 
is going to Palestine under auspices of 
the fund, would be the founding of this 
university, the site of which has already 
been obtained. : f 

It is upon the indirect request: of the 
British Government that the American 
Jewish Commission is to go to Pales- 
tine. A fund of about a million dollars 
has been raised to defray the expenses 
of.the commission in its work of sur- 
vey and restoration. In Palestine the 
Americans will be. joined by similar 
commissions of British, Spanish, and 
Russian Jews, all scientists, who have 
been asked by. England to aid the 
Christians in their work of rehabilitat- 
ing a land holy to believers in both 
Yreligions. 

In addition to the establishment of 
the ‘university some of the interesting 
questions which are to be taken up by 
the commissions will be the matter of 
boundary lines, water supply, and a 
method of making Jerusalem a modern 
city. Also, a name for the restored land 
will be chosen. It is known that many 
of the Jews of Jerusalem prefer the ap- 
pellation Judea to that of Palestine. 

The British in suggesting the estab- 
lishment of a university are following 
their plan of restoring as far as possible 
the old pure Hebrew of Biblical times 
as the language of the new Jewish na- 
tion. Every effort will be made to avoid 
the German corruption, which produced 
Yiddish, and the Spanish, such as pro- 
duced the patois of the Jews of Spain. 
Schools are being set up to teach the 
ancient tongue. ; 

The ‘British Palestine Committee, 
which has had charge of the plans for 
‘ the university,- has issued this state- 
ment, just received in the United States: 
“Other peoples are discussing by 
what arms they will be equipped in the 
world after the war. The symbol of the 
new Jewish Palestine is a noble house 
of learning, a sanctuary of the Jéwish 
assion for spiritual values, for intel- 
Domai truths, a centre from which once 
again the Law shall go out from Sinai 
‘and the Word of God from Jerusalem. 
; There can be no more illuminating way 
of teaching the world that a Jewish 
, Palestine will be no seat of chauvinism 
: and no house of mammon, but a hearth

This. request was nted. <A 
committee was appointed and several 
mames were considered, among them 
that of Professor Friedlander. 

*““At the time I earnestly urged the 
members of the committee, including 
‘Mr. Warburg, not to designate. Pro- 
fessor Friedlander on the ground that 
he was widely suspected of pro-German 
sympathies prior to our advent into the 
; war, and that, moreover, it had been 
reported that a protest would be lodged 
against Professor Friedlander’s desig- 
nation if it should be made. 

*“*The committee which had the mat- 
ter in charge was apparently’ undis- 
‘turbed by the possibility of such a pro- 
test and proceeded to secure the desig- 
nation of Professor Friedlander. . 

‘**No question has been -raised with 
respect to the integrity of Professor 
Friedlander as a man or of his pro- 
American sentiments at this time. The 
only question that was raiséd was 
whether it was fitting to send any- 
one in the name of the Red Cross to 
a territory occupied by the British mili- 
tary authorities who had failed to be 
outspokenly pro-Ally prior to America’s 
entrance into the war. 

“The question was raised with spe- 
_ ejal emphasis because of the regrettable 

experience of less than two years ago 
when the Joint Distribution Committee 
undertook to send as its representative 
to Russia a man whom the Russian 
Government found it necessary to deny 
‘admittance to Russia on the ground of 
his reputed pro-German and anti- 
British sympathies. 
- *“*T desiré to repeat _that the question 
which has been raised has nothing 
whatever to do with the Zionist or- 
ganization, which is in no sense re- 
sponsible for Professor Friedlander’s 
appointment. The Zionist organization 
has been pro-Ally since the beginning 
of the war, as it is ‘pro-American to- 
ay.’’

TO BREAK HUDSON ICE FLOES 


Army Engineers Confer with Dock 
Commissioner Hulbert. 


Deck Commissioner Murray Hulbert 
and engineers of his department and of 
the War Department conferred yester- 
day afternoon on.plans to break up 
large ice floes in the Hudson River be- 
fore they reach the lower bay and be- 
come a ménace to navigation.

Speaker Tells of Campaigning 
and How He Redeemed His 
Pledge in His First Term. | 


COMPLIMENTS ‘UNCLE JOE’ 


Hopes ex-Speaker Will Be in Con- 
gress as Long as He Lives and 
Recalls Their Spirited Clashes.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Champ 
Clark, Speaker of the House, celebrated 
his sixty-eighth birthday today. Ex- 
Speaker Cannon, who will be 82 next 
May,7, paid a warm tribute to his suc- 
cessor. Each wished that the other 
might continue a member of the House 
as long as he lived. The galleries were 
filled with relatives and friends of the 
Speaker. The House enthusiastically 
applauded Mr. Clark as he replied to 
his predecessor. : 

Mr. Cannon complimented Speaker 
Clark for his entire fairness as a pre- 
siding officer and continued: 

‘“‘T wish him many recurring anniver- 
saries, and hope he will live to be a 
hundred years old and then run a foot 
race, intellectually and physically.”’ 

**I plead guilty to being, 6S years old,”’ 
said Speaker Clark in response. ‘‘A 
woman is no older than she looks, and 
@ man is no older than he feels, hence I 
am no older than when I entered this 
House twenty-five years ago, There is 
not a man on earth in better health 
than I am.” 

The Speaker told of his first cam- 
paigning, and said he made more 
speeches in his first term than in any 
three succeeding terms. That, he said, 
was because he had accused his prede- 
cessor of not being active. 

* I told my audiences that if a man 
had in him the stuff out of which states- 
men were made he could come to the 
front whenever he got ready. When IL 
got here I was under obligation to make 
that promise good.”’ 

The Speaker said there were only four 
men in the House who had been there 
longer than he—Mr. Cannon, Republi- 
can; Mr. Cooper, Republican, of Wis- 
consin; Mr. Gillett, Republican, of Mas- 
sachusetts, and Mr. Jones, Democrat, of 
Virginia. 

‘“‘Mr. Cannon has been here longer than 
anybody else ever was;’ said Speaker 
Clark.: ‘‘I am sure I express the senti- 
ment of every man in this House, what- 
ever his politics, in hoping that he will 
be a Representative as long as he lives. 
Mr. Cannon and .I have had some right 
hot times in this House. They were 
not: glove contests, but with bare 
knuckles. 

**I have a great many things to be 
thankful for—a good wife, good chil- 
dren, and a boy in the army; a fine 
grandson, 13 months old—never been 
sick a minute of his life. He looks like 
his granddad. 

‘‘T thank you for this evidence of 
your love and affection. I look upon the 
Speakership with the same high regard 
that a Judge of a high court should re- 
gard his judicial duties, and I would be 
ashamed of myself forever and eter- 
nally if I ever made a partisan ruling 
in this House.’’ .

DELEHANTY NOW LEADS 

IN CONTEST FOR JUDGE 

Indications That Judge McIntyre’s 
Opponent Will Win—Re- 


count of Votes. 





With twenty more ballot boxes to be 
examined in the proceedings before Su- 
preme Court Justice Sawyer brought by 
James A. Delehanty to oust Judge John 
F. McIntyre from the General Sessions 
bench, the indications yesterday were 
that ex-Judge Delehanty will win by a 
substantial majority. A statement to 
this. effect was made in: behalf cf Mr. 
Delehanty, and counsel for Judge Mc- 
Intyre declined to mgke a statement. 

As a result of the election in the Fall 
of 1916, Judge McIntyre was declared 
elected by 816 votes, and as a_result of 
the recount of about 275,000 ballots, the 
Delehanty .forces estimate that. the 
court proceeding will show his ma- 


jority to be about as high as that cred- 
ited originally to Mr. McIntyre. The 
case has been pending for two months 


and will require about a week longer.’ 


In the event that ex-Judge Delehanty 
is declared elected, Judge Mcintyre: is 
expected to appeal from various rulings 
by Justice Sawyer, appointed by Gov- 
ernor. Whitman to hear the suit, under 
which the ballots were recounted. 

The eventual ousting of Judge Mc- 
Intyre will not affect his decisions, be- 
cause as the de facto Judge all his acts 
are legal, and he will merely be Hable 
for the repayment of the salary he has 
drawn. The salary is $17,500 a year 
and the term fourteen years.

According to leaders of tne American. 
Defense Society, the movement has 
grown out of tne continued peace talk 
on the part of a few pacifists, whose 
agitation for an immediate peace mis- 
oo the American feeling at this 

me. 

William Guggenheim, one of the orig- 
inal signers of the petition said: 

‘* Since the beginning of the war the 
few pacifists of the country througn 
conventions and appeals, through raai- 
cal magazines and newspapers nave 
sought to convince the world that the 
people of the country are not unitedly 
standing back of the war. It is now 
time for the rest of us to go on record 
for anuncompromising prosecutionof the 
war until Germany shall sue for peace. 
That’s the only way we will get peace 
with a treacherous foe. The American 
Defense .Society and the American 
Rights League hope that every Amer- 
ican citizen will subscribe to the five 
resolutions on a platform which opposes 
all peace negotiations with an unre- 
pentant. Germany, which states that 
the war can be won only by fighting, 
that peace discussions now only pro- 
long the war, that we should be pre- 
Pared for a long and bitter struggle and 





‘that we should’ immediately organize 


our fighting forces to their full power. 
*“* That the wages of:sin is death is a 
truth that, the German people must 


“We who have issued this petition 
and stand back of it want the President 
and Congress to have tangible evidence 
that the people of this country will 
back them in a fight to the finish. We 
want them to know that the little group 
of pro-Germans and slackers who cam- 
ouflage under every title from conscien- 
tious objector to American Bolsheviki 
count for nothing as far as the senti- 
ment of the people as a whole is con- 
cerned. We also want the whole world 
to have the same evidence.”’ 

H. D. Craig, Secretary of the American 
Defense Society, said the resolutions 
would appear each day in the papers. 
The signed petition will be sent directly 
to Washington. 


PAY TRIBUTE TO REDMOND. 


Lloyd George and Carson Join in 
Praise of the Irish Leader. 


LONDON, March 6, (Delayed.)—The 
House of*Commons paid tribute to the 
memory of John E. Redmond today 
when Premier Lloyd-.George and various 
party leaders expressed their sense of 
the loss Parliament had sustained in 
his death. 

Mr. Lloyd George said that in the 
thirty-seven years Mr. Redmond had 
been a Member of the House he haf 
grown in esteem, admiration, and af- 
feetion of the members of all parties. 

The Premier said that: Mr. Redmond 
gave up everything in service for Ire- 
lana, and it was one of the tragedies 
of that land that he was struck down 
before he achieved the great purpose of 
his life. Warm tribute, he said, had 
been paid to the Nationalist leader by 
his political opponents in the Irish Con- 
vention, who trusted and believed in 
him. Mr. Redmond .went to the con- 
vention bowéd' down with sorrow, and 
his friends Knew the physical tortures 
he endured while -serving his country 
in that trying position. 

Mr. Redmond’s last words to the 
Premier when he saw him a few days 
ago ,a broken man, were a plea for .con- 
cord between the two races ‘that 
Providence had decided should work to- 
gether for the common aims of hu- 
manity.’’ 

x-Premier Asquith added his tribute, 
saying: ’ 

‘*We_in this House, even those who 
differed most acutely and deeply from 
him, agree without reserve or qualifica- 
tion that he was at once a great parlia- 
mentarian and a true patriot. The 
House of Commons,~ Ireland, Great 
Britain, the whole empire is impover- 
ished by his death.’’ 

Sir Edward Carson, recalling that he 
had known Mr. Redmond for thirty- 
five years, said he could say with ab- 
solute sincerity that during the whole of 
that time ‘‘I cannot recollect that one 
bitter or personal word ever passed be- 
tween John Redmond and myself. 

‘“* After the rebellion of 1916,’ econ- 
tinued Sir Edward, ‘‘ I’had several con- 
versations with John Redmond. — In- 
deed, we were not very far apart in our 
attempts at a settlement of the Irish 
question.. I remember him saying to 
me: ‘Unless we can settle this in- 
terminable business, you and I will be 
dead before anything is done to pacify 
Ireland.’ He was a great Irishman and 
an honorable opponent, and as such I 
mourn his loss.” 

The Irish Convention adjourned for 
two hours today when it heard of Mr. 
Redmond’s death. Later it passed a 
resolution of sorrow, which said: 

‘“‘Throughout the proceedings of the 
convention his wise counsel was an in- 
valuable aid for our guidance. He re- 
garded the work of the,convention and 
its outcome as fraught with the most 
vital interests of the. Irish people and 
the whole empire.” 

The body of the Irish leader is now 
lying in estminster Cathedral. The 
funeral arrangements have not yet been 
completed, but it is said that the burial 
probably will be in the family vault at 
Wexford. 

Mr. Redmond’s will, which is in Ire- 
ening will be opened within’ a day or 
wo.

STRANGE LIGHT IN SKY 
WATCHED BY CROWDS 


Due to Filmy Clouds in Clear Sky, 
Professor Jacoby Asserts— 
Aurora, Washington Says. 


The peculiar lights that appeared in’ 
the sky last, night between 9 and 12 
o’clock, which were thonght by many 
persons to be the. northern lights, or the 
aurora borealis, were probably due to 
thin isolated clouds which, when ap- 
pearing in a clear sky, seem to be ra- 
diant, according to a statement made 
last night by Dr. Harold Jacoby, Pro- 
fessor of Astronomy at Columbia. Uni- 
versity. 

Professor Jacoby. said that his atten- 
tion had been called to the phenomena 
early in the evening, and he had exam- 
ined the sky, but had been unable to 
detect anything resembling the aurora 
borealis. He said: 

‘““There seemed ‘to me to be no sign of 
the aurora borealis, although I did see 
some wisps of clouds directly overhead 
which seemed to be jant. The au- 
rora borealis seldom appears as far 
south as this latitude, and when it does 
it is generally seen low’ down in bet 
sky near the horizon, unlike the light 
which I saw directly dverhead.”’ 

The lights which were seen last night 
were alternately blue and red. Pro- 
fessor Jacoby said that the aurora bo- 
realis did not appear in and blue 
colors, but had the appearance of. .an 
electro-magnetic discharge, resembling 
the light that comes from an electric 
light bulb. ‘ 

e ‘Weather “Bureau issued the fol- 
lowng statement last night on the light 
whic attracted thousands of ew 
Yorkers: 

“The Weather Bureau reports an un- 
usually brilliant aurora ‘borealis for 
this latitude tonight. This illumination 
became especially ncticeable about 8 
P. and was very brilliant at 11 
P. M., being well-tinted with streamers 
from the arch. This phenomena is 
not frequent in this latitude, and the 
present one is typical and exceptional 
for sovfar south. The aurora is an 
electrical discharge, chiefly in the upper 
air, and dependent in some way on the 
magnetic conditions of the earth and 
sun. It has a period of greatest fre- 
quency every eleven years, correspond- 
ing to sun spots frequencies.’’ 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Brilliant 
lights in the-sky over the capital tonight 
brought a large part of the population 
into the streets to observe what was 
thought to be a big fire. It was the 
aurora borealis, and officials of the 
Naval Observatory said the display was 
the best they ever had seen in this 
latitude. 


BOSTON, March 7.—A brilliant red 
light was visible in the sky over New 
England tonight for a period of about 
three hours. At the Harvard Observa- 
tory it was said that the blood-red effect 
resulted from peculiar electrical condi- 
ee in the upper strata of the atmos- 
phere. 


ASTEROID WITH A MOON. 


Heidelberg Reports a Unique Astro- 
nomical Discovery. 


BERNE, March’ 6.—(Delayed.)—An 
astronomical discovery of extraordinary 
interest is reported from the Observa- 
tory of Heidelberg University relative 
to studies made of a little planet re- 
cently discovered. The planet’s orbit 
is between those of Mars and Jupiter, 
but an unusual feature connected with 


it is the fact that it has a tiny moon 
revolving around it. 

This is the only asteroid which is ac- 
companied by a satellite. 


CARDINAL SERAFINI 
DIES IN ROME AT 65 
Prefect of the Congregation of 


the Propaganda Was Created 
a Cardinal in 1914. 





Serafini, Prefect of the Congregation of 
the Propaganda, is dead. He was 
created a Cardinal in May, 1914, and ap- 
pointed to the Prefecture in March, 
1916. He was born in Rome, Aug. 3, 
1852. 


Upon the death of Cardinal Gotti, 
Pope Benedict appointed Cardinal Sera- 
fini to the prefecture which he held at 
the time of his death. He had been 
created a Cardinal at the Consistory of 


May, 3914, at which thirteen other Cardi- 
nals were named by the late Pope 
Pius X. 

On Nov. 8, 1908, Pope Pius decreed 
that the United States should pass from 
the tutelage of the Sacred Congrega- 
tion of the Propaganda to the supervi- 
sion ofthe local ecclesiastical authori- 
ties. This country had previously been 
under the direction of the Sacred Con- 
gregaticn, which was in charge of the 
larger’ missionary activities of the 
Catholic Church. 


SOLOMON BAROWAY DEAD. 


Prominent Jewish Social Worker of 
Baltimore Dies at 57.

BALTIMORE, Md. March 7.—Solo- 
mon Baroway, one of’ the leading Jew- 
ish social workers of Baltimore, died 
at the Hebrew Hospital today. For 
Sd Say years Mr. Baroway was the 
Superintendent of the Hebrew Benevo- 
lerit Society of this city and was ac- 
tively interested in ewish welfare 
work. He was born fifty-seven years 
ago in Schklov, Russia, and came to 
this country about thirty-five years 
ago. Together with twenty-five other 
Jewish young men, he went to Kansas 
and: became a pioneer in agricultural 
work there.

French Plan Closer Commercial Con- 
tact’ with Allies and America. 


PARIS, Jan. 26, (Associated Press.)— 
Elimination of Gerfwan products from 
the French market and closer commer- 
cial contact with.the Entente countries, 
and.espetially with the United States, is 
tthe goal toward -which the Republican

France, and has been trying to ascer- 
tain what friendly countries could fur- 
nish France with the products formerly 
imported from Germany. 

“It sounds very well,’’ said Senator 
Mascuraud, “to hear brilliant orators 
speak of driving the Germans from the 


other supplying markets. must be found. 
Goods formerly purchased in Germany 
will -be needed after the war, and uh- 
less cther. countries among our friends 
are prepared to supMy us With them, 
inevitably the business eventually will 
revert to Germany.” © 

The committee has discovered that 
France, during the last fiscal year pre- 
vious to the outbreak of hostilities, im- 
ported machinery to the value of 431,- 
000;000f. ‘Germany headéd the list of oe 
countries in that commodit 
a comfortable margin. Then came font 
Britain, Switzerland, and the United 
States, in the order’ named. 

The idea of the committee, as ex- 
pressed by Mr. Havy, its Secretary, is 
to intensify the production in the three 
latter countries in such ratio that with 
the German share of the importations 
disappearing from the French market, 
in France shall not suffer from 
machinery.

TRY 11 ON FRAUD CHARGE. 


Widow Testifies She Lost $1,200 in 
Distilling Co. Stock Investment. 


Eleven of the officers and agents of 
the Seminole Distilling and Distributing 
Company wore put on trial before Judge 
Mack of the Féderal District Court yes- 
terday to answer an indictment charg- 
ing them with having used the mails to 
defraud.
